PRESIDENT SAYS SLOW RESPONSE TO PEARL HARBOR 
ATTACK HAS NOTHING TO DO WITH ASIAN CONTRIBUTIONS 


WASHINGTON - Dec. 14. Addressing 
a joint session of Congress last night, 
President Clinton called for an all-out 
declaration to consider how to best 
respond to last week’s unprovoked 
attack on Pearl Harbor by the 
Japanese, which resulted in the sinking 
of over 20 naval vessels and the deaths 
of approximately 3,000 American mili- 
lary personnel, 

Critics immediately charged that the 
President's slow reaction is directly 
related to the millions of dollars of 
Asian campaign contributions he 
received during the last election 

In referring to the attack, not the one 
on Pearl Harbor, but the one on his 
character, Clinton began his remarks to 
Congress with "December 7th, 1941 - 
A day which will live in infamy, because
